• H. C. Frick Coke Company in the-Vicin- 
ity of Dunlevy and the new holdings 
of the company recently acquired from 
•'th» Pittaburg Coal Company in Fal- 
. lowfield township and elsewhere along 
, the river gives rlsu to many conjcc- 
" tares. It seems to be the belief that 
something is in the wind, although op- 
erations at the old Redbird mine at 


. Dunlevy do not indicate that work will 
. be resumed. This week it is said that 


seven engineers "were at work in the 
field, and as th's is a somewhat large 


. corps for the Mmpk- purpose of mere- 


ly establishing boundaries, there is 
strong hope that something may fol- 
low in the way of developments. 


At Dunlevy operations there seem 


to indicate an abandonment of min- 
ing from that opening. The mine pass-

WASHINGTON. July 26.—Pittsburg 


was represented at the steel investi- 
gation yesterday by John \\~. Boileau, 
coal expert, and N. T.V. Nolen, control- 
ler o( the Crucible Steel Company. Mr. 
Boileau gave the investigators inform- 
ation with regard to coal 
deposits, 


acreage 'and ownership in the Pitts- 
burg district, particularly coking coal, 
his testimony tending to the point that 
there was no monopoly present or 
prospective. 


Mr. Eoileau exhibited a large map 


of the coal regions of "Western Penn- 
sylvania, Eastern Ohio and West Vir- 
ginia. He directed attention to tte 
different coal areas. The committee 
earned that while tie Steel Corpora- 
tion* through its subsidiary owns a 
larger pan of the 
Connellsville re- 


gion, it is only a minority holder of 
coking coal in the Pittsburg district. 
and that other owners have propor- 
tionately large holdings, the Jones k 
Laughlin Steel Company, for example. 
having larger acreage in proportion 
to its requirements. 


Mr. Boileau told the committee that 


more coking coal hud been mined in 
the Connellsville region in 
the 
10 


years ending with 1910 than in the 
preceding 50 years. With the present 
annual consumption of 3,000 acres of 
Connellsville coal as the initial point 
he said that if the present rate of in- 
crease continued 17.2,000 acres would 
oe depleted at the end of 20 years. Of 
the 3,000 acres annually mined the 
Steel Corporation's proportion isi 1,600 
acres. Its recent purchase frc-n ihe 
Pittshurg Coal Company would last 
only five or six years if the Steel Cor- 
poration drew on it alone. 


Mr. Boileau showed large fxacts o£ 


coking coal owned by industrial cor- 
porations, by merchant producers, and 
by private individuals, as well as larpe 
tracts of gas and steam .coal similarly 
owned throughout the Pittsburg dis- 
trict, effectually disabusing the minus 
of the members ot the committee ol 
the impression that there was or has 
been any monopoly of the coal supply. 


Mr Stanley found it stated in the re- 


port of the Bureau of 
Corporations 


dealing with the TJ. S. Steel Corpora- 
tion that a rebate of $0 a ton was giv- 
en the Harvester Omipany by the 
Steel Corporation on material used in 
its export trade, lie also read into 
the record from a directory of direc- 
tors that five directors of the Steel 
Corporation were directors of t&e Har- 
vester Company.
